U.S. trade deficit

estim ated exports of U.S.-made goods at $4 2 billion, 
seasonally adjusted, com pared to foreign imports of $4.7 
billion. 
But the U.S. trade perform ance in August was $80 million 
better than in July and the sm allest monthly deficit since 
the $319 million figure of January. 
There has not been a monthly trade surplus since last

Air pollution committee 
to consider backyard burning 


The County Air F^ollution Control District rules and 
regulations committee will meet Thursday to consider 
possible easing of backyard burning ban in some north 
county areas, the Board of Supervisors was told Monday. 
And Board of Supervisors chairman Curtis Tunnell said 
that while he “was not suggesting complete freedom of 
backyard burning in the nortn county, he felt permits could 
Ix* given out on certain days to extend backyard burning to 
include landscape and tree trimming materials” from 
gardens and orchards. 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin, representing Santa 
Barbara and Goleta areas on the board, reminded Tunnell 
that South Coast residents “are very, very opposed to 
resumption of backyard burning” and wanted to know more 
about the proposals. 
Air Pollution Control District engineer Cliff Seymour 
said backyard burning involving single and two-family 
areas was being considered in the i^uth Central Coast 
basin, which includes Santa Maria areas. Under no 
consideration was it being considered for the South Coast 
Basin involving the county s South Coast, he showed. 


Tunnell stirred up further comment and opposition from 
County Fire F’resention Officer Fierbert Gordon when he 
referred to “another problem.” 
The Santa Maria supervisor said hauling of large 
numbers of trees removed to allow for housing tracts to 
county dumps was becoming troublesome. The Santa Maria 
dump is approaching full capacity and can’t handle such 


debris, he declared. 
The problem surfaced, he added, when a subdivider found 
himseif with a large number of eucalyptus trees on his 
hands and no dump to take them. 
Gordon said he “couldn't see where we can draw the line 
to burn backyard materials ’’ 
Fie deplored any move to burn the ecualyptus trees as 
mentioned by Tunnell, saying such a burn “ would be a 
complete farce” and smoke up an urban area 
“ We refused to issue a burning permit and will continue 
to forbid such a permit unless we are ordered to do so by 
the Board of Supervi.sors, in which case the board would be 
responsible,” he said. Fie said Santa Maria and l/ompoc 
city authorities have said they oppose any change in 
backyard burning for one and two-family dwellings in their 
areas 
Exceptions to anti-burning rules are granted at times in 
remote 
Cuyama 
Valley 
areas 
where 
permits 
can 
“ reasonably” be given, said Gordon. 
He said other 
“ reasonable exceptions” have been made in Santa Maria 
valley allowing burning of pesticide sacks as the “best way 
of disposing of them .” 
The 
supervisors 
referred 
to 
the 
rules com mittee 
Tunnell’s 
request 
to consider asking the State 
Air 
Resources Fioard to allow burning of hignway construction 
waste and 
debris 
from com m erci^ 
and 
residential 
development clearing.

The weather has been rough so that even the bottom 
fishermen have not had much luck We were at Port San 
Luis on our weekly check and saw a few boats com e in, 
fishless and wet, to be told by P ete at the dock, "I told you 
so before you went out what to exp ect.” 
At Oceano Beach surf fishing has been fair to good, with 
som e nice bags of barred perch 


Albacore are still som e 50 m iles from Morrow Bay, and 
anglers are doing fair to well on them , probably averaging 
three fish per rod 


In the Santa Barbara-Ventura-Hueneme area, warm 
water fish are beginning to show up.with vellow -tail, 
barracuda and bomto giving som e action. Rock fishing in 
this area still good. Calico and sand bass are probably 
topping the action, with halibut on the slow side, and an 
occasional lunker 
Port Hueneme sportfishing is now 
backing operation, with three full-day and one half-day boat 
going out 


FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Locally cats fish appear to hold the lim elight with Casitas 
again reporting a 20-piounder and lots of fish in the 10-pound 
class. Bass fishing is slow 


At Lake Cachuma, fishing slow except for catfish, which 
are running in the 10 to 15-pound class. Little action on 
anything else. 


Lopez Lake at this tim e of vear appears to be a dead 
issue, except for panfish. We would still like to see a 
thorough survey made of this lake by local sportsm en and 
the DFG with a view to planting som e different species of 
fish,such as cats or even kokanees. Years ago it was 
possible to get together with the DFB and go over 
conditions when planting slacked off in Lopez Creek The 
Sportsmens Club had a strong Freshw ater com m ittee, who 
could and did bring pressure to ensure local waters were 
managed to its best advantage. 


Those were the days when the Regional Manager, and 
Willis Evans, Fisheries Manager took a personal interest in 
our areas and called on individuals for their view s on 
conditions. But those days have passed and we are not a 
part of a big organization. 


We have word from our relatives in Porterville that in 
spite of extrem e hot weather bass fishing has been 
excellent. Most fish w ere caught trolling a standard bass 
lure taking fish up to seven pounds. 


A more cheerful local note com es from Ron Lindstrom. 
Lake N acim iento’s Marina M anager. Says fishing is on the 
upward swing, with only black bass not responding to the 
trend! Except for the “ know how" bass fisherm en, who are 
getting lim its of sm all fish White bass have again appeared 
in the narrows around Bee Rock, with fish over 2*2 pounds 
being caught 
Deep running lures are getting the best 
action. 
For real production, the crappie is still tops, and can be 
picked up m ost any part of the lake using a V ellow Crappie 
Buster lure This is no doubt a near relation to the oldtim e 
“Go G etter” lure 
Catfishing good, especially at night Fish not running too 
big, but are plentiful up to 5 pounds. Water dogs, alive or 
frozen best baits. 
HUNTING 
The buck harvest in the late deer season which opened 
last Saturday will be about the sam e as last year according 
to a DFG report. Field notes from the various branches 
indicate the deer are in good condition but scattered and at 
higher elevations in the most popular hunting areas. 
Under the new rules, the general tag is good for one buck 
anywhere in the state. The second, or optional tag may be 
used either ( 1 > to take a buck in areas where two bucks are 
authorized, or (2) by a successful special hunt applicant, in 
exchange for a special deer hunt perm it. 
The special mountain quail season opened Saturday in 
eight counties and portions of 12 others, production has 
been good in all areas. Hunters are allowed 10 in bag and 10 
in possession, season running thru October 27 Septem ber 30 
will see the general quail season open in M ann, Napa, 
Solano, Sonoma, Lake and Mendocino counties. The DFG 
reminds hunters to consult the regulations booklet for open 
areas in view of com plexities this year. 
Em ergency action has been taken to ban fishing near two 
dam s in the Russian River in Sonoma County. This closure 
went into effect last week and is intended to protect a large 
run of salmon which has entered the river on its upstream 
spawning migration The fish could not get over Hatchers 
Dam and were falling an easy prey to fisherm en many of 
whom were taking them illegally. 
The closure also applied to the dam in G uerneville. The 
new regulation stops fishing within 250 feet of the dam s. 
The height of Hatcners Dam has also been lowered so that 
large numbers of Salmon can proceed upstream.

There were only two re­ 
peaters from the 1971 NEA 
All-Major League Team, left 
fielder Willie Stargell of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates and third 
basem an Joe Torre of St. 
Louis 
And only two other 
players on the 1972 squad 
had been named to the team 
previously, Billy Williams of

What’s happening in the Lompoc dairy industry 


or, the Last Dairy 


Larry and Henry Rivatdi 


Harold Banks. 22, says he will never work at this kind 
of a job again after he leaves here. The work is not too 
difficult or exhausting It’s the hours 
He is a milker. Harold milks cows at the Mission 
Belle Dairy, Santa Rita Road This has been his job for a 
year. Before that he held Steve Gregory’s job for a year 
as cow chaser. 
Steve, 22, doesn't like the hours either 
Work starts at 1 a m Steve shouts in a string of cows 
(about 20) from the holding pen, down a cement path, 
into the milking barn Cows go directlv to and stick their 
heads through stanchions where they know grain has 
been laid out for them. 
As the cows eat, Steve locks the stanchions. Their 
udders bul^e with milk They are pregnant or are recent 
(one to three month) mothers. 
Steve washes their udders with water from a hose. He 
wipes each cow’s teats with a sponge soaked in water 
and chlorine. He primes them at the same time. 
The cows are ready for milking. Harold follows with 
the electric milkers He rotates the six milkers down the 
string until the last cow down the line is milked 
In the meantime, St£ve chased in a second string on 
the other side of the milking barn 
Harold and Steve continue this procedure of feeding, 
washing, wiping, priming, and milking until the 210 cows 
are milked The young men return to their homes, 
located at the dairy, at 7:30 a m 
Around 1 p.m. they return to the milking barn to repeat 
the same labors. Cows must be milked twice a day, 
everyday. 
Larry (Lawrence) Rivaldi, half-owner of the Mission 
Belle Dairy, lists the unwelcome early hours and the 
inconvenient split shift as a main reason so many 
Lompoc dairies sold out over the past 30 years. 
Dependable labor was unavailable. 
The Mission Belle Dairy weathered the same storm of 
good reasons to also sell out But it hasn’t : 
The Mission Belle Dairy- is The Last Dairy — The Last 
Dairy in the Lompoc Valley. 
Larry and his brother Henry operate The Last Dairy 
with the help of two inside men, Harold and Steve, and 
one outside man. Larrv and Henry also work outside, but 
they relief milk when Harold and Steve are on their days 
off. 
Like milking, outside work is an endless job — build 
and repair fences, plant corn, chop corn, plant oats, 
irrigate, feed animals, doctor animals, fix equipment, 
cut and bail alfalfa, rebuild corrals, etc. 
Larry and Henry work 12 hours daily. Even when they 
take a scheduled day off some job calls for immediate 
attention 
Mission Belle Dairy encompasses 160 acres of land. 
The Rivaldi brothers also lease 1500 acres of land for 
crop and pasture use. 
The dairy was not always a dairy In 1936, when Larry1. 
Henry, and now retired brother Atillo, took the property 


over from their father, it was used for farming The 
three brothers dry farmed for seven years. 
“There was more money in cows than crop farming, so 
we decided to go into the dairy business,” Larry 
explained 
According to Henry, dairy farming was something 
they always wanted to do. In 1943, the brothers poured 
the cement for the milking barn. The next year, with 40 
head of cows, they started shipping milk to Golden State 
(now Foremost > in Santa Barbara 
“ At that time, I can remember . . lets see, one. two. 


three four 
about 15 dairies in Lompoc.’’ Larry 
recalled 
rhe Last Dairy in the Lompoc Valley is not the last 
dairy in Santa Barbara County 
But the number of 
dairies in the county have dwindled significantly 
John Evans, Dairy Farm Advisor at the University of 
California's Extension Service for Santa Barbara 
County, compiled this information 
In 1951, 63 dairies operated, earning a gross income of 
$3,197,000 with 8.300 cows In 1971, 23 dairies operated, 
earning a gross income of $4,469,000 with 6.800 cows 


Besides the fact that '“the younger generation did not 
want to milk", Larry contributes the cause so marn 
dairymen sold out to increasing production costs and 
stable milk prices, controlled by the state government 
One milk processing plant (Knudsen at Santa Maria» 
he explained, is located in Santa Barbara County It can 
process just so much milk The remaining milk must be 
shipped out of the county, to Los Angeles where Mission 
Belle Dairy milk goes Dairymen pay shipping costs 
Also, most teed is not produced in the county It is 
shipped in Dairymen pay for feed and shipping costs 
You either had to improve your herd or add to it oi 
go out ol business.’ Larry said 
Dairymen learned to produce more milk from a covs 
hor example, at one time a Mission Belle Dairy cow 
produced on the average 300 pounds of butter fat vearh 
Now it gives over 600 pounds a year, through improved 
breeding, feeding, and dairy management 
“Improved 
breeding, 
feeding, 
and 
dairy 
management . are other words for competition in tfit 
dairy- industry 
The objective was to produce more milk to make up 
for high production costs, since the dairvmen did not 
control milk prices 
Inevitably, the high production 
created 
a 
milk 
surplus 
The 
state 
government 
consequently, was slow to increase milk prices as pei 
the law of supply and demand 
In short, the dairymen’s profits, in spite of improved 
management or larger herds, remained low 
Marn 
dairymen sold out This accounts for Evan s statistics 
that denotes decreased dairys and increased gross 
incomes with less cows 
Some dairymen held on to their dairies until the 
Pooling Act passed three years ago The act gave them 
something they didn’t own before 
milk quota rights 
These rights, now salable with or without the cows were 
issued by the state government and stipulates the 
amount of milk a dairymen can sell 
A person who wants to start a dairy must obtain milk 
uuota rights either from a dairymen who alreadv owns 
these rights or from the government before he can sell 
milk to a processing plant However, since milk is in 
bountiful supply, the government rarely rations out new 
quotas 
Before the Pooling Act, processing plants owned these 
rights. 
Today the Mission Belle Dairy exists without the 
threat of going out of business Henry and Lam own 
quota rights, and they recently located high quality hav 
for sale in the Santa Ynez Valley 
The sale of milk increased 4 2 per cent over last year s 
sales thanks to the efforts of the Milk Advisory 'Board 
< i “Every Body Needs Milk’ i And, for the present, the 
brothers employ dependable workers “ of the younger 
generation’’ to milk their cows 
The Mission Belle Dairy is not a common dairy in the 
valley. It is The Last Dairy-

MOSCOW — It is much too easy to 
give up in this world, and I am on 
the side of those who say their beads 
at night imploring the mercy of the 
Lord, and those who figure 
worth the effort to communicate

Information Agency 
is wedded at least to

shielded, while in Russia, from the 
western 
press, 
som e 
of whose 
members have desired to ask her 
why she has not inveighed against 
the exclusion of the press from the 
trial of the political dissidents in 
C z ech o slo v a k ia . 
The

Americans are not beyond gently 
splicing 
this 
datum 
into 
their 
replies. 
Vietnam remains big in the Soviet 
press. The Soviet press is best 
defined 
as a daily 
anti-western 
spitball in four or six pages. (In the 
biggest 
tourist 
hotesl, 
the 
only 
English-written newspaper you can 
buy is yesterday s London Daily 
Worker. As well ask for a hand 
grenade as for the Paris Herald 
Tribune.) 
The 
American 
guides 
proffer explanations. Not answers, 
but explanations. Several of the 
guides wear McGovern buttons on 
their lapels, and routinely profess 
their 
own 
disagreem ent 
with 
Administration policies in Vietnam. 
The 
e ffe c t

R ussian 
interrogators 
is 
stunning

guides tell me that many of the
